Some Accord Reported 
On Cooperation in 
Peaceful Enterprises 


GETTYSBURG, Pa. (AP)—Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower and S o v i e t 
Prime Minister Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev today began a problem-by* 
problem debate of critical cold 
war issues. 
The second round of their his­ 
toric dicussions began in Eisen­ 
hower’s hideaway on a mountain­ 
top 
surrounded 
by 
low-hanging 
clouds. 
Meeting in Eisenhower's lodge 
Aspen at Camp David in Mary­ 
land’s Catoctin Mountains, the two 
leaders 
could 
see 
only 
a 
few 
yards through the picture window 
of their conference room. 
The critical East West dispute 
over the future of West Berlin as 
well as the broader problem of 
divided Germany had a high pri­ 
ority on the agenda of the day’s 
session. 
Eisenhower 
and 
Khrushchev 
will come to grips at their con­ 
ference with cold war problems 
that have kept the world in tur­ 
moil and periodically threatened 
nuclear disaster for more than a 
decade. 
Agreement on a solution for any 
one of these bitterly disputed is­ 
sues. ranging from Berlin to Laos, 
was ruled out in the course of 
the brief two-man summit confer­ 
ence. But both men are looking 
for some new approach to further 
East-West negotiations. 
But the American and Soviet 
leaders were reported near accord 
on measures for greater U.S.-So­ 
viet cooperation in several fields 
of peaceful enterprise, including 
atomic energy for power produc­ 
tion. 
Such accords, if actually worked

could prove to be the first steps 
toward truce in the cold war. Yet

But w’hen a person appears de 
pressed much of the time, r e a l 
trouble might be brewing 
Depression is a form of mental 
illness. And it is one form of men­ 
tal illness that can 
be fatal, via 
suicide. 
Usually a depressed person does 
not complain of feeling depressed 
Instead, lie gripes about a confus­ 
ing num ber of symptoms. 
N aturally, tins often makes it 
very difficult to diagnose a case of 
depression. In fact, one Nev. York 
doctor has warned that of all psv- 
chologtc problems, 
depression 
I* 
the most frequently missed by the 
general practitioner. 
This year alone, it is estim ated 
depressed patients will make about 
3.000.000 visits to doctors' offices 
throughout the country. It is also 
estim ated 
that 
there 
are 
about 
202.000 new neurotic - depressive 
cases each year and about 104,000 
new m anic-depressive cases. 
Although cases of depression do 
occur m childhood and frequently 
develop during adolescence, they 
usually begin after che age of 30 
The vast m ajority of cases occur 
between the ages of 40 and 60.

But not so a baby. When he wants 
to say he likes it

points his toes and just plain wig­ 
gles all over. E very m uscle in his 
little body takes p art in 
his 
ex­ 
pression 
of 
pleasure. 
The 
baby 
uses everything h e ’s got when he 
doesn’t like it, too. He cries and 
yells, not with his voice alone but 
with every bit of him. 
This is as it should be. A baby 
must use all his muscles if he is 
to grow strong. He will do it if we 
give him half 
a 
chance. 
All 
he 
needs is a place 
big 
enough 
to 
wiggle and a reasonably ap p rec ia­ 
tive audience. A baby crows wiln ! 
delight when he plays all alone, but 
he does a lot m ere of it when you 
express some enthusiasm for 
his 
activities. 
Don’t keep your baby w rapped 
up in snug blankets all the tim e 
He needs quite a bit of his waking 
time free from ham pering clothes 
so that he can m ake full use of ev­ 
ery muscle in his body. As soon as 
he is aw ake take him out of his 
crib and let him w i g g l e to his 
heart's content. A blanket on the 
floor is all right, but a playpen is 
a lot safer. Never, never, put your 
baby on a bed or a table top and 
leave him for a single minute.
